Nurse Corps Loan Repayment Program

The Nurse Corps Loan Repayment Program (NCLRP) is authorized by the Public Health Service Act to
address the needs for health care in underserved communities and helps develop the nursing workforce for
the future. The NCLRP offers registered nurses (RNs), advanced practice registered nurses (APRNs) and
nurse faculty (NF) substantial financial assistance to repay a portion of their qualifying educational loans in
exchange for full-time service either at a Critical Shortage Facility (CSF) or an eligible school of nursing. The
accepted applicant must work at least two years in a CSF, or serve as nurse faculty in an eligible school of
nursing.

Applications for the 2020 Nurse Corps Loan Repayment Program are accepted through March 12, 2020.

Multistate License Renewal: Clarification of Primary State of Residence

License renewal occurs every two years, even years for RNs and odd years for LPNs. Renewal of a
multistate license requires the licensee to declare Oklahoma as their primary state of residence. This can be
done by providing your Oklahoma address. If your mailing address is located in another state, you may
provide a photo copy of one of the following:

Driver’s license with an Oklahoma address

Voter registration with an Oklahoma address

Federal income tax return declaring Oklahoma primary state of residence
Military form 2058 with Oklahoma state of legal residence; and/or

W2 showing Oklahoma as state of residence

If you have moved and Oklahoma is no longer your primary state of residence, you do not meet the
requirement for an Oklahoma multistate license. Therefore, your Oklahoma multistate license will be
converted to a single state license, valid only in Oklahoma.

If your new residence is located in one of the other compact states, you must apply for a license in that state.
After your new multistate license is issued, your Oklahoma multistate license will be deactivated. The

RNs and LPNs with a multistate license (primary state of residence is OK) are able to practice nursing in any
compact state, without obtaining additional nursing licenses.

Outbreak of 2019 Novel Coronavirus (2019-nCoV)

The Center for Disease Control and Prevention (CDC) and the Oklahoma State Department of Health
(OSDH) continue to closely monitor the outbreak of 2019 novel coronavirus. The 2019 novel coronavirus is a
new virus that causes respiratory illness in people and can spread from person to person. Risk of infection is
dependent on exposure. Close contacts of people who are infected are at greater risk of exposure, for
example health care workers and close contacts of people who are infected.
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Healthcare providers should immediately notify both infection control personnel at their healthcare facility and
the OSDH Acute Disease Service Epidemiologist-on-Call at (405) 217-4060 in the event of a patient
under Investigation (PUI) for 2019-nCoV. OSDH will coordinate specimen submission and testing to CDC,
including during afterhours. Additional guidance for healthcare workers can be located at
www.cdc.gov/nCoV.

Nursys: National database for verification of nurse licensure, publicly available discipline and practice
privileges for RNs, LPNs and APRNs. Serves as primary license verification. Enrollment can be completed as
an individual nurse or as an organization.

Nursys e-Notify: Hospitals and other institutions that employ nurses can enroll for this service. With
enrollment, your organization will have the ability to receive automatic licensure information, securely and
free of charge.

Congenital Syphilis Task Force

The Oklahoma State Department of Health (OSDH) is extending an invitation to healthcare providers in the
State of Oklahoma to attend the Oklahoma Congenital Syphilis Task Force meetings. The rise in Congenital
Syphilis across the state in 2019 saw a 92% increase in the number of congenital syphilis cases from the
previous year.

The Task Force is a group of diverse professionals designed to assess congenital syphilis in Oklahoma and
identify ways to reach the population at risk. The future meetings will be located at 1000 NE 10™, room 806,
OKC from 10 am until 12pm. The meeting dates are March 10", June 9™, September 8" and December 8.

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Renewal Reminders for APRNs Wanting to Renew Prescriptive Authority

The application for renewal of prescriptive authority is concurrent with the two-year (even years) RN and
APRN licensure renewals. In preparing for prescriptive authority recognition renewal in 2020, please note the
following reminders.

During your 90-day renewal period, per the Oklahoma Nursing Practice Act and Rules, all Certified Nurse
Practitioners (CNPs), Clinical Nurse Specialists (CNSs) and Certified Nurse Midwives (CNMs) must submit
for all current supervising physicians, a new Agreement for Physician Supervising Advanced Practice
Prescriptive Authority accessible at http://nursing.ok.gov/pa-1.pdf. The Agreement(s) for current physicians
may be submitted in person, by mail, fax or as a scanned document to obnwebmaster@nursing.ok.gov.

Changes in supervising physicians shall be filed with the Board within 30 days of the change. A Change in
Supervising Physicians request form, accessible at http://nursing.ok.gov/pa-2.pdf), and fee must be
submitted to the Board via mail or in-person along with the fee.

Both Agreements (for supervising physicians) and Change Requests must be received in the Board Office
prior to the expiration date of your APRN license and prescriptive authority recognition.

The minimal education requirements for renewal of prescriptive authority are a minimum of 15 contact hours
or one academic hour of education in pharmacotherapeutics, AND 2 hours of education in pain management,
or opioid use or addiction for those APRNs who hold a federal Drug Enforcement Administration registration
number.

Routine Reminders and Links
Reminder for Change of Name

Licensees must provide certified evidence (a copy of marriage license or court action) regarding any change
of name within 30 days of the change. To change your name, you must complete the Name Change Request
form. The form is available on the Board of Nursing website at: http://nursing.ok.gov/namechange.pdf

Reminder for Change of Address

Have you had a change of address? If so, you must notify the Board office in writing within 30 days of the
change. You may submit a signed and dated statement with your license number or Social Security number,
your full name, and your new address. The change of address form can be accessed at:

Notice to Licensees Submitting Online Renewals

The Oklahoma Board of Nursing online renewal system provides a convenient way for you to submit your
renewal. However, it is essential that you protect the security of your online information. Your PIN number,
which is required for the renewal, should not be shared with anyone, not even with your spouse or
support staff at your place of employment. Your responsibility to renew your license cannot be delegated
to another person. You are the only person who can complete and submit the online renewal
application!
